with Crookedness by Ma- 
con Stockman.

Hatcher, the young Kentuckian who is 
chargad with disposing of horses which 
not belong to him. is scheduled for 
a trial in the Bibb superior court this 
morning. 

Some time during the early winter 
Hatcher left the city with a dozen horses 
and mules belogging to a Maco’ etack- 
man. The stockman claims that Hatcher 
was to account for the horses and 
mules after selling them, but that he 
failed to do so. After Hatcher had been 
absent some time the stockman became 
uneasy and began an investigation. 

In a short time he ascertained that 
neagly 2ll of the animals had been sold, 
but he was unable to hear from Hatcher. 
The mattor wae turned over to the chief 
of police and in a short time Hatcher 
was located at his home in Kentucky. 
An officer brought him back to Macon, 
where he was incarcerated until bond 
could be made for him. Since his release 
Hatcher has been at home. Today he 
reached the city and will be ready for 
trial tomorrow. 

His attorney, Colenel John R. Cooper, 
asserts that his client will demonstrate 
conclusively his innocence of the charge 
preferred against him. Young Hatcher 
comes of an old Kentucky family. 

Death of Jabez Norton. 

Macon, Ga., February 23.—(Special.)— 
Jabez Norton, who had been in the serv- 
ice =6of the Wesiern Union Telegraph 
Company fur nearly forty years, died at 
his home on Progress street at a late 
hour last night. Mr. Norton was a na- 
tive of Charleston. 8S. C., but come to 
Macon some eighteen years ago in the 
service of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company. At one time he was super- 
intendent of the office at this place and 
had given the best years of his life to 
the service of the company. Some three 
or four months ago, on account of ill 
health and his advanced years he was 
let out of his position. This preyed upon 
his mind no little, and within a short 
time disease had made such inroads upon 
his constituticn that he was compelled to 
take to his bed. No arrangements so 
far have been made for the funera] on 
account of the absence of one of his 
daughters. The remains will be taken to 
Columbia, S. C., for burial. Mr. Norton 
leaves a wife and six children. three sons 
and three daughters. 


Property Will Be Sold. 

Macon, February 23.—(Special.)— 
The Eatonton Electric Company now in 
the court of bankruptcy was taken un 
by Referee Proudfit this morning and an 
order was issued for the sale of the prop- 
erty on April 7 next, provided private 
sale is not made previous to that date. 
The assets of the company as scheduled 
before the referee are $107,000 and the lia- 
bilities are $55,000.

The referee holds that under his 
order the lien of the bondholders is pre- 
served and that no possible narm cén 
come to them as the machinery of the 
Eatonton Electric Company is being dam- 
aged daily by being idle.

Death of Ludlow Skinner 


Claimed That Haywood Had Been Se- 


cretly Married to Skinner’s Sis- 
ter in Law, but Had Never 
Acknowledged Mar- 


riage. 


Rateigh, N. C., February 28.—(Special.) 
The saying of the French “‘that there 
is a woman in the ease” is true of ths 
tragedy which ‘occurred city on 
vesterday. in which Ludlow Skinner was 
shot and instantly killed by Ernest Hay- 
wood. 

Both parties occupied the highest social 
position. Mr. Haywood is a prominent 
lawyer, whose income exceeds that of 
any other attorney in this city. Mr. 
Skinner was the son of the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas E. Skinner, the Baptist 
divine, and at the time of his death was 
a clerk in the office of Charles E. 
Johnston, cotton broker. He was a very 
quiet and unobtrusive gentleman. 

The dead man was 31 years old, and 
several years ago he married Miss Oc- 
tavia Winder, daughter of Major John C. 
Winder, who at one time was general 
manager of the Seaboard Air Line. Her 
elder sister, Miss Gertrude, married Wil- 
liam R. Tucker, who died about four 
years ago. Since that time Mr. Haywood 
has been paying marked and persistent 
attention to Mrs. Tucker, 

The mother in law of Mrs. Tucker is 
Mrs. Florence P. Tucker, widow of the 
late Rufus S. Tucker. The entire estate, 
valued at $500,000, was left to Mrs. 
Tucker, Her and busi- 
ness manager is Ernest Haywood. 

Secret Marriage Rumored. 

Mrs. William R. Tucker lived much of 
her time with her two children about 
4 miles from this city at Millbrook, on 
the Seaboard Air Line. It that 
Haywood saw most of Mrs. Tucker. Every 
one supposed they would marry. It was 
known that Mrs. Florence P. Tucker was 
ditterly opposed to the marriage. 
several months--perhaps for nearly a 
vear—Mrs. William R. Tuaker and her 
two children have been absent from Ral- 
eigh, and it has been currently reperted 
for some time that and Mr. Hay- 
wood Were married a year Or more ago, 
and that they have a little girl that was 
born in Halifax, Nova Scotia, a short 
while ago. 

She is now said to he in a hospital 

in Philadelphia undergoing treatument for 
tuberculosis of the bowels. The old negro 
woman nurse who went away with: Mrs. 
and her two children came to 
Raleigh about three weeks ago, and she 
has confirmed the niarriage and the birth 
of the baby girl, although Mr, Hay- 
wood has made no statement of the re- 
lations that exist between him and Mrs.

Asked To Giye Up Papers. 

On Wednesday last the mother of Mr. 
Skinner died ana 
last. She left a life estate in considerable 
Property in New York city, which Mr. 
Haywood was managing, and on her 
Geath this estate became the property 
of Mr. Skinner and his brother. and sis- 
ter.

Mr. Haywood did not 
consider the messenger a proper ore to 
receive the papers, and being very busy 
at that time, he sent the negro off with- 
cut them. 

In the afternoon of Saturday last, Mr. 
Skinner was in the postoffice and at the 
same time Mr. Haywood was in the coun- 
ty court house, only about fifty vards dis- 
tant. As Mr. Skinner came out of the 
postoftice Mr. Haywood came cut of the 
ecurt house, and they went meeting each 
other. 

Here for the present there are two ver- 
sions of what transpired: One is that 
Haywood fired as soon as he saw Skinner; 
ibe other is that blows passed and then 
Skinner undertook te get out his pistol 
and that Haywood was too quick for him 
and fired two shots in quick succession 
with fatal effect. 

A bran-new pistol was found on Mr 
Skinner. All five chambers were loaded 
and it had not been fired. The evidence 
taken before the coroner supports the 
first statement. The witnesses before the 
eceroner did not see any blows pass. Mr 
Skinner was shot through the heart and 
fell in the middle of Fayetteville street 
and gasped three times and died. Mr. 
Haywood waived an examination and 
was committe without bail. He is now in 
jail, having spent last night there. 

The families and relations on both sides 
of this most unfortunate affair are among 
the most prominent sociall¥ and finan- 
cially in the state, and there is pro- 
found sorrow and regret for all con- 
cerned. 

Mr. Haywood has retained James H. 
Pou and Argo & Shaffer as his attorneys. 
The first court for the trial of criminal 
causes meets on March 23 of next month, 
at which time this cas? will be called for 
trial. 

Skinner Buried Yesterday. 

Funeral services over the remains of 
Ludlow Skinner, who met his ceath at 
the hands of Ernest Haywood, Saturday 
afternoon, were held this afternoon from 
Christ chureh, Dr. M. M. Marshall of- 
ficiating. : 

It was one of the most largely attend- 
e@ funerals ever seen in Raleigh. Not 
one-third of the crowd could gain en- 
trance to the church and the streets 
were thronged. The floral offerings were 
beautiful and covered the entire altar. 


Will Ask for Bail. 

Attorneys for Ernest Haywood are pre- 
paring to institute habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings in order to get privilege of bail. 

It was currently reported that they 
would institute such proceedings today, 
but James H. Pou, who is managing the 
defense, said it would be some days per- 
haps until the step is taken. 

An attorney for the prosecution said 
that there would be a hot fight on this 
habeas corpus matter, and that the de- 
fense was walting, it is thought, until 
public opinion had grown more favorabie 
to such proceedings.

‘He Discusses Race Problem in 
Dispassionate Manne’,

Declares That the Referee Is the 
Poison in the Race Question in 
the South — Calmness of 
the Senator a Sur- 
prise.

Washington, February 2.—(Special.)— 
After nearly a month of waiting, Senator 
Tillman was able to secure recognition 
this afternoon for his speech upon south- 
ern conditions bearing upon the race ques- 
tion. As the postoffice appropriation bill 
was under consideration, the South Car- 
Olina senator contined his remarks almost 
exclusively to the Indianola case, and 
perhaps disappointed his enemies. if he 
had any, by being calm and dispassion- 
ate in remarks, and he did disap- 
point them because he made a legal 
argument freey from the bitterness that 
has characterized most of his utterances 
on this line. He made only passing ref- 
erence to Senator Hanna's slave pension 
bill, which seemed to please the Ohio sen- 
ator. who evidently thought he might 
be held up as a larget for attack. 

Senator Tillman argued that the action 
of President Roosevelt in closing the In- 
dianola postoffice was violative of every 
idea of Anglo-Saxon justice, pecause it 
was punishment of the innocent for the 
deeds of others. He showed that there 
is law on the statute books providing 
for punishment by fines of those guilty 
of the made against some of

| the duty of the president to have pro- 


ceeded under that law instead of resort-

“there were some cognate propositions 
which have been ignored.’’ 

He said that in the south the people 
have a constant reminder that thelr an- 
cestors thirty-five years ago were con- 
quered. “‘We are perpetually reminded,’’ 
he gaid, accentuating his words, “that we 
are in the union, but not of it, except to 
pay taxes.”’

Senator Hoar Orator of the Day at 
Chicago—Public Schools, Banks 
and Board of Trade Closed 
Holiday at Federal 
Capital. 


Chicago, February 22.—The anniversary 
of the pirth of George Washington was 
generally observed in Chicago today, the 
particular celebration being that under 
the auspices of the Union League Club 
this afternoon at the Auditorium. Sen- 
ator Hoar, of Massachusetts, was the 
orator of the day and delivered a eulogy 
on Washington before an audience of 
4,000 people. Sengtor Hoar said in part: 

“Edward Everett, in 2 great oration, 
called upon his countrymen, as it seemed 
for a time, in vain, to forget, to turn a 
deaf ear to unpatriotic counsels, to the 
mad cry of treason and disunion and re- 
turn onere more to the patriotic counsels 
of Washington. It seemed, for a time, 
as though the appeal was unheeded. But 
the spasm of popular madness and rage 
passed by, Washington resumed his place 
again as our supreme counselor and 
leader. He bé@came once more the ex- 
ample and idol of every American soldier 
and statesman and ‘the farewell address 
became once again the political Bible of 
every American. Doubt not that this 
shall happen again and again. Other 
temptations wii] come to us, and party 
spirit, like Satan sitting at the ear of 
Kve, will speak again its baleful counsel 
in the ear of the people. Populer excite- 
ment will be kindled by the lust of em- 
pire and passion for conquest. The eyes 
of the people may be dazzled by a false 
and tinsel military glory. But while the 
portrait of Washington hangs in every 
Village; while his statues adorn our 
chief cities; while his monument is found 
in every state; while his life is on the 
home; while the detail 
every 
image is in the 
the people will 
the wise, sober and 


university: while 
heart of every vouth., 
come back again to 
just counsel in which following lies the 
path to a true glory and a true safety. 
The American people wil! never long g0 
astray so long as to every great ques- 
tion of American policy or national duty 
they know what Washington would have 
Said and know what Washington did 
say. 

“The orator of today puts his emphasis 
o glory, on empire: on power, on wealth. 
We live under and love, and we sstiil 
shed our heart’s blood for the same fiag 
Which floated over our fathers, and for 
which they were ready to ie. But it 
scmetimes happens that the fiag has a 
different meaning, whether it floats over 
the capitol or the ship of war. or the 
regiment on the march, or the public as- 
sembiy. We no longer speak of it. except 
coldjy and formally, as the symbol of 
liberty, but only as the Symbol of power, 
or of a false, cheap, tinsel glory. 

“I think the popular reverence for 
Washington, and Lincoln and for Sumner 
and four Webster. is not abated. But 
yet few political speakers quote today 
the great sentences which made them so 
famous, or the great principles to which 
they devoted thair lives. 

“The fate of the nation depends, in the 
last resort, on individual character. 
Everything in human government. like 
everything in individual conduct, depends, 
in the end, upon the sense cf duty. What- 
ever safeguards may be established, how- 
ever complicated well adjusted the 
mechanism, you come to a place some- 
where where safety depends upon some- 
bedy having the will to do right when it 
is in his power and may be his interest 
io do wrong. When the peopie were con- 
sidering the adoption of the constitution 
of the United Staies, one of our wisest 
Statesmen sald that the real and only 
security for a republic is when the rulers 
have the same inetrest as the people. 
If they have not, constitutional restraints 
will break down somewhere except for 
the sense of duty of the rulers.”’

The motion identical 
amendment moved by Sir Henry 
bell-Bannerman, the liberal leader, when 
Mr. Brodrick introduced his army re- 
form scheme in 1901. Today, however, 
the vote of censure was proposed by Mr. 
Beckett, an _ influential conservative, 
was supported by a_ considerable 
section of revolting unionists. 

Major Sceley, conservative; Sir Charles 
Dilke, advance radical, and others hay- 
ing spoken in denunciation of the war 
office, declaring the country was ‘tired 
of its policy of mess and muddle,” Mr.

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ITHOMAS NELSON PAGE PAYS 
TRIBUTE TO GENERAL LEE 


HONAS NELSON 
famous Virginia author and 
turer, at the Grand last night 


paid ai glowing tribute to Gen- 
érail Robert E. Lee, the south’s great 
hero. Mr. Page delivered a most charm- 
ing and finished address. 

He said in part: 

The oceasion which has drawn us to- 
gether suggests, indeed commands, the 
subject to be discussed. No power of se- 
lection is left to one who comes to you 
on this day. Yet, the theme is so great 
and has been so often discussed by those 
who for many reasons, especially the 
overwhelming reason of having partici- 
pated in that to which they relate, had 
the right to speak with authority, that 
all a speaker, like the one you have hoi- 
ored this evening, dares to do is to take 
some great lesson from the life of our 
subject and devote himself to its con- 
Sideration. 

Il am not here with the expectation, or 
even the hope that I can add anything 
to the fame of Robert E. Lee. But rather 
in obedience to a feeling on my part that 
as the son of a confederate soldier, as a 
southerner and as an American, I owe 
something to him and something to you 
on this occasion. 1 have come to pay It, 
though it be but a mite cast into the 
treasury of abundance. 

It is no part of my intention to discuss 
Tee generally as a soldier. This is sonic- 
thing that has already been done before 
you by those far abler than | to present to 
you the grounds on which his military 
tame, though he falled, stands next ts 
that of Hannibal and Alexander, Caesar 
and Napoleon. Ali 1 can do is to advert 
to One or two points as to which I think 
there is some misapprehension on the 
part of the general public. 

Already. after thirty odd years, I seem 
to see in certain quarters a tendency to 
rank General Lee among those capiains 
who failed. Some historians, looking at 
but one side. and many readers who are 
ignorant of the facts, take thig view. A 
general he was, they say. for defense; 
but he was uniformly defeated when he 
took the offensive. He failed at Antic- 
tam, they say: he was defeated at Gettys- 
burg: he could not drive Grant out of 
Virginia. Iteration and reiteration have, 
to the superficial observer, accumulated 
force, and sometimes take the place of 
truth. 

It is possible that this may become es- 
tablished as the general opinion of the 
public, for the public has not time nor 
eare to go deeper than the superficial 
presentation of the case. We of the south 
have been wont to leave the writing of 
history to others. My belief is that the 
north has profited as much by her mo- 
nopoly of history writing as by her mo- 
nopoly of other manufactures. Nor do I 
eharge against those writers more than 
ignorance of facts. It remains with us 
to see that the real facts are established: 
upon us sits the responsibility of pre- 
senting the case in its verity. The meas- 
ure of a captain's abilities must rest at 
last on his achievements as gauged by 
his resources. 

I have sometimes thought that the 
cause of the south has suffered because 
we have allowed rhetoric to usurp the 
place of history. We have furnished 
many orators, but few historians, and 
after all history must be the wo™ of the 
historian. Truth simply” statQ@d, iike 
chastity in a woman's face. needs no ad- 
vocate. lis ‘simplest presentation is its 
strongest proof.

His Fame Unmarred. 


Though Lee failed of final success, to 
the student of history who weighs oppor- 
tunities and compares resources this in 
no wise mars his fame as a soldier. i 
have quoted to you the judgment of em- 
inent foreign critics, and 1 am minded 
to cite to you that of one nearer home, 
who some of you might think would be 
inclined to tip the wavering scale rather 
against than for the south. ‘‘The world,”’ 
says this critic, “has never secn 
soldiers than those who followed 
and their leader will undoubtedly rank. 
without exception, the very greatest of 
all the great captains that the English- 
speaking peoples have brought forth, and 
this, although the last and chief of his 
antagonists may himself claim to stand 
as the full equal of Marlborough or Wel- 
lington.’* Thus wrote Theodore Roose- 
velt, in his life of Thomas H. Benton 
(page 38). 

Some of vou may be inclined to think 
that the author of this verdict is none too 
lenient a critic of the south, and I take 
pleasure in citing this deliberate record, 
which has. perhaps, brought him as much 
criticism from the other side as certain 
other expressions have brought him erit- 
icism from the south. 

And now, having adverted thus hastily 
to those glorious campaigns which must. 
to the student of military skill, place him 
among the first captains of maggot & T 
shall not.invite your attention fufther 
to Lee, the victorious general of the 
the seven davs’ fights, of second Manas- 
sas. of Fredericksburg, of Chancellors- 
ville, of the Wilderness, of Spottsylvania 
Court House. of Cold Harbor; not to 
Lee, the great strategist, nor the master- 
lv tactician; not to Lee, the victorious, 
shall I ask your attention; but to a yet 
greater Lee—to Lee, the defeated. 


Lee: 


I have searched in vain tn history to 
find Lee’s superior, and only once or 
twice have I found his equal. To find 
his prototype we must go back to ancient 
times, to the mighty heroes who have 
been handed down to us by Plutarch’s 
matchless portraiture; yet, as we read 
their story, we see that we are given 
but one side .of their character. Their 
weaknesses have been lost in the lapse 
of centuries, and their virtues are mag- 
nified in the hazy atmosphere of time. 
But as to Lee, we know his every act. 

There was no act nor incident of his 
life on which a light as fierce as that 
that beats upon a throne did not fall. 
He was investigated by high commissions. 
his every act examined by hostile prose- 
cutors. His conduct was inquired into 
by those who had every incentive of hnos- 
tility to secure his downfall. Yet, amid 
these flerce assaults he remained as un- 
moved as he had stood when he had held 
the heights of Fredericksburg against 
the attacks of Burnside’s intrepid infan- 
ry.

Victorious in Defeat. 


Thirty-seven years have gone by since 
that day in April when Lee, to avoid fur- 
ther tiseless sacrifice of life, surrendered 
himself and al! that remained of the 
Army of Northern Virginia and gave his 
parole d’honneur to bear arms no more 
against the United States. To him, who 
with prescient mind had long borne in 
his bosom knowledge of the exhausted 
resources of the confederacy, and had 
seen his redoubtable army, under the 
“nolicy of attrition,”’ dwindle away to a 
mere ghost of its former self; it might 
well appear that he had failed, and, 
if he ever thought of his personal repu- 
tation, that he had lost the soldier's 
dearest prize; that fame had turned her 
back and fate usurped her place. 
Thenceforth, he who had been the lead- 
er of armies, whose glorious achieve- 
ments had filled the world, who had been 
the prop of a_ high-hearted nation’s 
hope; was to walk the narrow byway of 
private life, defeated, impoverished and 
possibly misunderstood. 

But to us who have survived for the 
space of a generation, how different it 
appears. We know that time, the re- 
dresser of wrongs, is steadily righting 
the act of unkind fate; and fame, firmly 
established in her high seat, is ever 
placing a richer Jaurel on_ his brow. 

Yea, ride away, thou dé@feated general, 
ride through the broken fragments of 
thy shattered army; ride through thy 
war-wasted land, through thy desolate 
and stricken people; but knuw that thou 
art riding on fame’s highest way:

Admirers proposed to him an 
asylum in England with a handsome 
estate where he might spend the fe- 
mainder of his days in honorable retire- 
ment, and in ease. They were all cour- 
teously declined without a moments 
hesitation. Defeated in one warfare, he 
was still victor in another. He wags 
still captain militant in the service of 
duty. Like young Samuel, he had been 
consecrated almost from his birth. Duty 
seemed to him to send her summons 
from a little mountain town in which 
was a school which Washington had en- 
dowed. Thither he went to devote the 
rest of his life by example to the men 
of the south and by precept to their 
sons. And thither the young men of the 
south flocked to be led by him in peace 
who had led their fathers in war. Al- 
most by his presence he lifted what was 
a narrow IHIittle sectarian school to the 
plane of a broad and catholic institution 
of the higher learning. Would that it 
had remained so! 

From this time he gave all of the 
weight of his great name to the complete 
reestablishment of the union, and as 
his old soldiers obeved hing on the field 
of battle, so now the whole south fol- 
lowed him to peace. Only the south 
knows as yet what the union owes to 
Lee, 

Happily, as we Know, his serene soul, 
lifted too high to be disturbed by any 
starms of doubt, was untroubled by any 
question born of his failure.

“RIOT CARTRIDGES” ARE READY 


United States Will Supply Them to 
Governors of States. 
Washington, February 23.—The war de- 
partment has sent notices to the gover- 
nors of each state that it is prepared to 
supply them upon demand and according 
to their legal allowance with “riot cart- 

ridges.”’ 

This is a new form of ammunition pre- 
pared by: the experts of the ordnance 
bureau to enable officets of the law and 
soldiers to repel rioters with the least 
possible loss of life to “the innocent 
spectator.’ 

The shell is like that of the regular 
shell used in the army rifle, with the im- 
portant exception that instead of the long 
nickel-plated and steel clad bullet two 
balls are placed in the mouth. The de- 
sign was apparently to secure some range 
of buckshot, but not dangerous to per- 
sons at a distance. The cartridge is 
charged with about thirty-four grains 
of smokeless powder. It has sufficient ac- 
curacy for effectiveness at 200 yards,
